The following is the last report on plague in Peru received from 
the Director de kSalubridad Publica: 
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Since my last report 2 cases of pneumonic form of plague have 
occurred in Callao; both were removed to the lazaretto. 

Bills of health from Chilean ports report as follows: Antofagasta 
(May 30), 18 cases of plague and 2 deaths; Iquique (June 1), 10 cases 
of bubonic remain in the lazaretto. No new cases. Arica (June 2), a 
few cases of bubonic plague in the port and the surrounding country.
